Have we a constitution or have we 
not? 
According to M. A. Dane in the 
June num ber of the Uncle 
Remus 
M agazine we have %ot. 
In an article ou Theodore Roosevelt 
as a Maker of H istory , he inform s us 
th at our constitution became obsolete 
w hen Lee surrendered a t Appomat­ 
tox . 
This 
conclusion 
is arrived at 
in his discussion of the 
settlem ent 
of the coal strike of 19 02. 
He sa y s- 
“The point I wish to make is simply 
this, th at the constitution when real 
things are doing—'things in which the 
people have a real and lively interest 
— does not have the force of a boy s 
bean-shooter. and th at in the 
hands 
of men like Lincoln and Roosevelt, it 
Is tossed aside as an idle thing not j 
to be considered for a m om ent.” 
T here is also a lot more such talk 
as the above in his discussion of the j 
events referred to. all of which re- 
'■ 
fleets the attitude of a certain ty pe j 
of mind toward American institutions. | 
It might be well to call to mind that i 
we have a president, vice president, j 
congress, supreme court, circuit and 
district courts and various other of- j 
fleers, all of which are provided for j 
and their powers and duties described 1 
in an old instrum ent th at 
we have 
been in the habit of calling "our con- 
stitution.” 
It is supposed to create 
th ree branches of governm ent—legis- 
altive, ex ecutive and 
judicial. 
The j 
legislative 
and 
ex ecutive branches | 
find their ¡towers and duties set forth | 
in this instrum ent, 
and 
lest 
they j 
should overstep 
their constitutional : 
boundaries, the judiciary is provided 
w ith jurisdiction not only to construe 
the acts of congress, but also to pass 
upon their constitutionality . 
On one occasion m ere was a clash 
betw een the president and the 
su­ 
prem e court when Lincoln suspended j 
the operation of the writ of habeas ! 
corpus, which, 
under 
the 
circum- i 
stances, he had a clear constitutional 
rig h t to do. 
Andrew 
Johnson was 
Im peached for alleged violation of the 
constitution and barely 
escaped 
by | 
one vote. 
Since 
situations have arisen, but if as Mr. 
Lane contends. President 
Roosevelt 
stood ready in the settlem ent of the
